The program which was arranged 
under the direction of two musical 
dlrectora, Morgan U Bastman, of the 
Westinghouse Radio Station KYW at 
Chicago, and Banks Cregler, was 
called the greutcst musical program 
broadcasted so far by radio. 

The Mills melody Tiolln furnished 
tha TloliB nraslo that awompaaied 
the singers, the harp, the organ and 
a four-part harmony solo on one of 
the group violins outshone the other 
numbers of the program.

BLOAT THMATBNS CATTLI 

AS CLOVIR OPINS BLOOMS 

Clover bloat will be claiming tlie 
usual ni)mber of riotlms among Ken- 
tndqr eattlo in tho near future, Ihro- 
stock men at the College of Agricul- 
ture say. The trouble is most preva- 
lent during tho spring of the year 
when alfalfa and clover, especially 
tho red aad white Tartotleo, are In 
bloom. It to said. Farmers In a num 
her of sections already have report- 
ed the iippearaaoa oC ttw Moat la 
their herds. 

PreventatlTO aMaanraa aro said to 
he Important In eontrolUas the trou- 
ble. It has been recommended that 
farmers turn their animals on new- 
pastures gradually and that they give 
them a full teed of hay before turn- 
ing tham Into paaturea attar they 
hare been confined and fed dry feeds 
all winter. It also Is well to have 
some hay In a pasture containing 
white or red clover since the animals 
instinctively eat hay and relieve 
themselves when they begin to bloat 

In case.-; of acute bloating. It is rec- 
ommended that the sick animals he 
given one quart of a one and one half 
per cMit solution of formalin follow- 
ed by plaetaig a wooden UoA In tho 
animal's mouth and gentle exercise 
if the animal can be gotten up. For- 
malin, which can be purchased at 
any drug store., can be made Into the 
proper solntloa tor draaohlag by add- 
ing one-halt 'ottaa at t»«aa Quart 
of water. 

After the animal has been relieved 
It to well to druncb It with one pound 
of IpMMi aalti aai oaa-halt oagoo of 
gfoaad flapw la a flat ot taild wa.
